■ BIN AND ALLEY SIDES OF 2X6 PT, SPACED i' 

■ CONCRETE SHOULD BE MINIMUM 4" THICK 

■ 5 SACKS OF CONCRETE PER YARD OF MIX 

PLACED ON CLEAN, WELL’COMPACTED BASE. 

■ DEEPEN FOOTING AROUND EDGES WHERE 

TRACTOR WILL ROLL ONTO AND OFF SLAB.
